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DESTRUCTION OF 
FERNIE COMPLETE 


Michel Escaped Fate of Fernie--- 
Death Total Not as First 


' | Reperted. 


The renorts from the scene of the 
appalling holecaust in the Crow's Nest, 
by which the town of Fernie, was com- 
pletely destroyéd, show that the first 
estimate of the loss of life was larger 
than actually occurred. It is new ex-' 

icted the total deaths will not exceed 


Michel, which was yesterday report- 
éd as destroyed, was saved by the well- 
directed offerte of the residents of the 
tewn, and is ‘now practically out of 
danger. , 

«From every ‘source money and sup- 

lies are being forwarded to the suf- 
jerers, who have lost everything, es- 
caping only with their lives. The re- 
sponse of the Canadian people to the 
appeal for aid will be generous. in 
many cities relief funds have been 
Started. 

This is the third disastrous fire 
which has occurred in Fernie in a 
chequered life extending over eleven 
loan the town having been founded 
in 1087. Situated on the Elk river, on 
the .Recky Meuntain section of the 
Crow's Nest Pass railway in the heart 
of a rich coal°mining area, it grew 
rapidly as #!! mining towns do. 
first seriou; setback came in 1902,when 
a disastrous explosion eccurred on 
May 22nd at Ne. 2 mine on Coal Creek 
in which 128 men were killed and the 
mine was completely wrecked. A strike 
followed and the Fernie mines were 
closed for three months, the miners 
tying about the town idle or leaving 
for other places where there wete bet- 
ter chances of steady employment. In 
the spring of 1963 another strike tied 
up the mines for another three months, 
but on April (st, a permanent agree- 
ment was reached between the miners 
and the company, which brought about 
industrial peace. \ 

On Apri! 28th, 1904, Fernie suffered 
its first serious loss by fire. In four 
hours the woeden buildings, of which 
the town was then composed, in six 
blocks in the centre of the town, were 
reduced to ashes, entailing a loss of 
over half 2 million dollars worth of 
Property, The town rapidly recover- 
ed from this big fire, hewever, and 
before the fall of the year a large num- 
ber of new business blocks of brick, 
concrete and stone were erected. 
rigid fire. limite by-law was passed, 


thus securing greater safety from fire.

From that time until last week the 
town was comparatively free from 
loss by fire. Large substantial and 
expensive buildings were ercted, ever 
$400,000 heing expended on buildings 
alone in 1904 and 1906. This grewth 
and pro@perity continued up to the 
present year, when he fierce forest fire 
completely wipsd eut the town. 


Searching the Ruins. 

_ Cranbrook, B.C,, Aug. 3—The eearch 
in the-ruins ‘at Fernie, continuing to 
a late hour this morning, resulted in 
the finding of the bodies af victims 
@s follows: Engineer Anderson, Hos- 
mer mines; eight unidentified bodies, 
the Ford family, consisting of father, 
mother and two small children; Lena 
Bell, a negresé, and two unidentified 
women in her house; two unidentified 
lumberjacks; Mrs. Turner and uniden- 
tifled child. 

Communeaztion has now been estab- 
lished with Fernie and detailed xe: 
porta of the holocaust which swept 
that city and the surrounding country 
for miles are beginning to come in. 
They tell a story of devastation and 
destruction that is appalling and bear 
out to the fullest extent the alarming 
description of the disaster which was 
sent out yesterday, While the, fire is 
atill vaging in verious parts of the 
country, it is learned that both Hes- 
mer and Michel have escaped the de- 
vouring element, although both had 
very narrow escapes und were saved 
only by the strong wind that blew in 
the opposite direction. 

Loss of Life Estimated at 60. 

While the loss of life is very great, 
‘it is much less than was at first re- 
ported, and the lowest estimate places 
the number of victims at about sixty. 
Already there has been twenty-one 
bodies found in Fernie alone, the ma- 
jor portion. of them being as yet un- 
identified, and ‘it is reported that an 
additional ten bodies have since been 
discovered, While thousands of peo- 
ple are rendered absolutely destitute 
by. the destruction.of their homes, the 


refugees have been so well taken care 
of, that/cases ot suffering are very 
few, 


A marvelleus response was made by 
the surrounding towns to the appeals 
for help gnd large quantities of sup- 
plies and cloth were .rushed to the 
stricken city just so soon as traffic 
would permit. e work of relief is 
being conducted along the most sys- 
tematic lines sible and, under the 
direction of Mayor Tuttle, two com, 
mittees have formed in Fernie which 
are doing all in their power to alle- 
viate suffering and distress, The peo- 
ple are being sheltered in tents and 
in auch buildings as were saved from 
the flames. Searchers have been sent 
ont to all parte of the town and neigh- 
borhiood to examine the ruins of a}! 
buildings at once to secure an accur- 
ate list of the bodies of all those pgr- 
fons who are miasing.

Miss Agnes C. Laut, who is not only 
a leading Canadian novelist, but the 
authority in the New York editorial 
world upon matters pertaining to the 
Canadian west, leaves Edmonton to- 
morrow for her trip down the Saskatch- 
ewan to Lake Winnipeg. The trip 
will be made in a large canoe, paddled 
by two guides. 

Miss Laut is aecompanied by Miss 
Simpson, of Winnipeg, a grand-niece 
of Sif George Simps6n, a noted gov- 
ernor of the Hudson Bay company in 
the early half of Jast century. The 
trip will be made in easy stages, Mise 
Laut cleverly combining a tour of ob- 
servation with one of rest and pleas- 
ure. 

“LT hope to have a play-day of six 
weeks along the Saskatchewan,” Miss 
Laut said of this trip yesterday, but a 
lwter remark evidenced the fact that 
it could under no circumstances be 
an outing of dolce far niente exactly. 
“1 mean to come dirggthy in contact 
with conditions as they are in this 
wonderful Saskitchewan valley. So 
much of the work that comes under 
my hands deals with this west that I 
must «ee and understand it afresh for 
myself. I have not been out in the 
Canadian west for the past six years. 
I never visited your Edmonton, your 
city of great promise, before. 

“T want to meet the new settlers at 
work on their farms, to meet the moth- 
ers of thie great new country at home, 
in their cabins, filling in their years of 
commonplace but very real heroism. 
The lives of these men and women 
have a very strong appeal for me, 
Thears is the true empire building, a 
fact which we are too apt to overlook 
for showier deeds, To meet these peo- 
ple of quietly heroie achievement ie 
sufficient motive for this trip we are 
taking, but I also want the pleasant 
outdoor life. I should like to remain 
much longer at each point in the west, 
for everywhere it has a strong attrac- 
tion for me, but my duties will not 
permit me to do that this year.’

The other case heard yesterday was 
that of Twasuk vs. Donbusch an action 
by the plaintiff to recover damages caus 
ad by the defendant killing a colt, After 
bearing the evidence of the plaintiff 
Judge Taylor dismissed the action. A. 
VT. Mode appeared for the plaintiff and 
U. B. Williams for the defendant. 

Today no cases were ready for hearing

LIEN ACTION DECIDED. 


Judgment has bees given for the 
plaintiffs with costs in the two tien 
sctions tried at the last session of the 
supreme court before Mr, Justice Stuart, 
These are the cases of Gorman, Clancy 
& Grindlay vs. Archibald et al and P. 
Anderson & Co, vs. Archibald et al. 
The first one was for $1,889.27 and the 
ccond for $1,490 with costs in . both 
cases. ‘The actions were both in connec- 
tion with the erection of the new Archi- 
bald block on Jasper Ave. 

tn th» case of Gorman, 
fivindley vs, Archibald His Lordship 
did not sustain any of the objections 
taken by the defendant. He held that 
it was clear that the materials supplied 
to Contractor Copp under a general ar- 
rangement. The claim of lien was filed 
ov December Mth with the result, ac- 
cording to authorities, that the lien 
must stand good for all material sup- 
plied. He also thought the plaintiffs 
had such an interest in the goods sup- 
plied as would entitled them to file a 
lien under the Mechanics Lien Act. 
The contention that the lien was not 
filed in time was overruled by the judge 
who gave judgment to the effect that 
the plaintiffs are entitled to a declara- 
tion that they have a lien upon the pro- 
perty for $1,889.27 and costs, 

Tn the case of J. ?. Anderson & Co, 
vs. Archibald, Mr. Justice Stuart stated 
that the case depended upon whether 
the 3,400 brick delivered on December 
Tth was sufficient to keep alive the lien 
of the plaintiffs with respect to pre- 
vious deliveries. He thought Anderson 
had acted in good faith in delivering 
the brick. He did not think the plain- 
tif’s had prior to December Tth ceased 
from any cause to place or furnish ma- 

terials under the meaning of section 13 
jot the Mechanics’ Lien Act. As re-
